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THE AUTOMOBILE PROBLEM 


So far as regulation is concerned, 


the 
automobile 
presents 
a 
greater 


problem than the railroads, or anything 
else which is an instrument of travel or 
transportation. Some facts just prepared 
by the Good Roads association of this 
state will give an idea of the size and seri- 
ousness of the automobile problem. At the 
end of this year it is estimated that the 
total number of motor vehicle licenses in 
."Wisconsin •will be approximately 400.- 
000. 
The mileage traveled by these mo- 


tor vehicles in one year, conservatively 
estimated, will be approximately 1.500.- 
000,000. 
At an estimated carrying ca- 


pacity of three persons per car they 
would carry over a million people and in 
a little over two trips would carry the 
whole population of Wisconsin. 
There 


is an automobile for approximately every 
sis persons in the state. 


The traffic of the billion and a half 


miles for automobiles as against forty 
million miles for railroads goes still fur- 
ther to show that the use of highways by 
motor vehicles is a matter of great pub- 
lic and police concern. For the month of 
June the highway commission's report 
shows that there was a total of eighty- 
eight accidents on state trunk highways. 
In these accidents one hundred and eishty 
persons were involved, six were killed, 
forty-three seriously injured and fifty- 
four slightly injured. Forty-six of the ac- 
cidents occurred on straight road, thirty 
on curves and corners, and five on rail- 
road crossings. The cause for the great 
majority of the accidents was reckles* 
driving or speeding. The remainder were 
due to defective car mechanism, weather 
conditions, etc. While there were only five 
railroad accidents in June, statistics 
show that the death list from accidents of 
this 
character 
is heavy throughout 


the country, and that seventy-six out of 
every hundred crossing dc^hs happen to 
automobile occupants. Most of these ac- 
cidents are due to carelessness rather than ' 
reckless driving. 
As Mr. Metcalf, the 


safety expert of the Northern Pacific 
says in checking up his road, "thousands 
of motorists every day drive over the 
railroad tracks without taking the trouble 
to look either to the right or left." 


So far as realty effective regulation of 


the automobile is concerned, there is no 
such thing. It is not the driver who 
runs thirty-five miles an hour and every 
now and then is arrested by over-zealous 
officers for exceeding the speed law that 
cause accidents, but an altogether differ- 
ent class of drivers who run fifty or sixty 
miles an hour at times and who try to pass 
every car on the road, regardless of road 
conditions, the speed of travel or whether 
there is a car approaching from the oppo- 
site direction. Any person who drives a 
•well traveled road, particularly on Sun- 
day or holidays, witnesses a vivid exhi- 
bition of the kind of driving that over- 
turns cars, causes collisions and kills and 
maims human beings. 
Moreover, the 


roa-ds are becoming so congested with 
cars that even careless driving, to say 
nothing of recklessness, is a menace to 
other cars. 


One of the first steps toward the correc- 


tion of abuses in the use of highways by 
motor cars, and in the solution of the au- 
tomobile problem generally, is to license 
all drivers, to t«strict the age limit of 
drivers and to take away the driving 
privilege' of every person convicted of 
recklessness or of habitual speeding. 
Michigan, New York and many other 
states have already adopted this system 
and "Wisconsin must come to it. With the 
promiscuous driving we have today and 
the lack of any real regulation of or con- 
trol over drivers, the motor car is fast be- 
coming a public menace. 
The matter of 


making the highways more secure and of 
protecting the public as well as motorists 


themselves is one which presses for atten- 
tion. 


ISSUE IN THE RAIL STRIKE 


According to our Washington corres- 


pondent, Mr. David Lawrence, the hitch 
in the negotiations to settle the railroad 
strike is loss of confidence among the em- 
ployes in the Railroad Labor board. Mem- 
ber's of the unions hMieve that the rail- 
roads ignored rulings of the board, while 
the board was positive in its manner to- 
ward the unions. 


Without discussing the fact involved 


in the clyirge it must be admitted that 
some steps must be taken to restore full 
confidence in the board. It is necessary 
that both parties, employers and em- 
ployes, should have respect for the board, 
and that both should abide by its de- 
cisions. 


It is ^understood that the northern, 


western 
and 
southern carriers have 


waived all questions of seniority in order 
to facilitate an adjustment. 
As com- 


plaints heretofore have been made against 
the eastern lines, they should not obstruct 
arbitration.

NOT TO BLAME 


Coal production in the United States 


has been tied up all summer by one of the 
most effective strikes in the history of the 
country. Fall is at hand and unless min- 
ing is resumed immediately the country 
faces the prospect of a fuel famine that 
will cause great distress and partial 
paralysis of commerce and industry. 
We are also in the midst of an extensive 
railroad strike. which grows more serious 
every day and which may result in the 
tieing up of transportation. 


The year has been marked by wide- 


spread reductions of wages and the coal 
and railroad strikes are in protest against 
these reductions. 
The return to nor- 


malcy has been marked by severe disturb- 
ances, by conditions which have not been 
satisfactory to labor and by strikes which 
threaten to react disastrously upon the 
people. 


Had these things occurred a year and 


a half ago the causes would have been 
clear and unmistakable. 
They would 


have been due to the incompetency of 
Democratic administration, and to the sin- 
ful leadership of "Woodrovr Wilson. 
Oc- 


curring as they do. in the midst of a Re- 
publican administration, their causes are 
remote and indistinct. 
They certainly 


cannot be charged to Mr. Harding nor to 
the Republican congress.

sweating, of the feet is not only an annoying but 
often a painful affection, particularly when the 
soles of the feet become macerated and latei cov- 
ered with thickened, horny epidermis. This some- 
times disables the sufferer for days at a time, and 
at frequent times, seriously interfering with earn- 
ing capacity. Besides faulty general hygiene, con- 
tributing causes are improper footwear find ob- 
struction of the return circulation thru the veins 
by tight shoes, tight garters around the legs, tight 
lacing in the case of women, and weak or slouchy 
posture in both 
men 
and 
women. 
Excessive 


sweating about the feet or in some other limited 
area is likely to occur in persons who 
do not 


sweat enough generally from work or plav. 


One good remedy for excessive sweating; of the 


feet consists of a thoro washing with tepid or 
cool water and soap, repeated rinsings with cool 
water, thoro drying, and then rubbing into the 
soles and the spaces between the toes of tannlc 
acid ointment made in the strength of two drams 
of tannic acid to the ounce of simple ointment, 
and leaving an excess of this on the feet encased 
in linen cloths over nfght. 
In the morning the 


ointment is wiped off. and the feet powdered well 
with boric acid. 
This may be repeated alternate 


nights for from three to eight times, if necessary. 
When the thickened epidermis has peeled off free- 
ly, the feet should be daily sponged with a solu- 
tion of a teaspoonful of alum in a pint of water, 
and boric acid dusting powder used regularly in 
the stockings. 


When excessive sweating of the feet is associat- 


ed with foul odor, probably the best remedy Is 
careful sponging of soles and spaces between toes 
with the strongest solution of formalin, the skin 
will endure without becoming too irritated. As a 
rule it 13 well to begin with a solution of an ounce 
of formalin (liquor formaldehyde, 40 per cent}, in 
a half pint bofle filled up with water. Keep this 
off the fingers; use pledgets of cotton on tooth- 
picks or longir applicators to apply the solution 
to the feet, and allow it to dry before putting on 
stockings. An application each alternate night is 
generally sufficient,, and from three to a dozen 
applications will overcome the trouble in most 
cases. A solution as strong as one ounce of for- 
malin with three ounces of water may be neces- 
sary in some cases. In the daytime the stockings 
should be impregnated with boric acid constantly. 
This is done by dipping the stocking feet in a so- 
lution of all the boric acid powder a pint or quart 
or more of water will take up while hot, and al- 
lowing the stockings to dry out. 


Low cut shoes are preferable to high shoes or 


boots. In fact, the more nearly the barefoot state 
is approached the less trouble the feet with give. 
It*is very helpful to go barefoot at every oppor- 
tunity. Likewise it is very healthful in a general 
way to go barefoot outdoors.

If the person in charge of the 


office had any conception of hygiene, 
business 


efficiency or common courtesy, no smoking would 
be permitted in the office at any time. Smoking 
is all right if a man wishes to indulge in it, but 
a gentleman doesn't inflict the fumes of tobacco 
on persons who may not care for such fumigation. 
Absence of sunlight in the office is in itself an 
unhealthful feature, for there 13 
something 
in 


sunlight which stimulates or activates the manu- 
facture of hemoglobin (red coloring matter of the 
blood) and the normal metabolism or functioning 
of the body as a whole. This influence is lacking 
In artificial light.

of your own sex \vho succeeded in cajoling from 
me a formula for dyeing her hair black.

IS COMMENDED 


President 
Harding's proclamation 


against lawlessnesg in the rail strike 
met with general approval from the 
newspapers of fhe country. 
Thej 


took the position that, regardless of 
the duration of this particular strike 
it was a very wise thing that 
the 


Chief Executive should make it plair 
right now that the government is cte 
tej-mined to maintain law and order 
at any cost. 
There were a numbei 


of papers, however, which while ap 
proving the fundementals of the proc 
lamation held to the belief that the 
document would have been 
much 


more effective had it suggested a rem 
edy for the present conditions which 
brought about the strike. 


"The President, by the issuance ol 


his proclamation," the 
Indianapolis 


NEWS points out, "clearly recognizes 
that a stage in the industrial and so 
cial life of the country 
has 
been 


reached that may become menacing 
unless conditions are corrected. 
In 


such an emergency it Is the business 
of the government 
to act for the re 


lief of the citizens." 
It also ernpha 


sizes, the Birmingham 
NEWS 
ex- 


plains, that while "the President of 
the United States has no power 
to 


make anybody work who is unwrtl 
ing to work." be "has the power to 
guarantee that the mails shall pass 
and that commerce shall proceed, and 
he has the machinery back of him to 
enforce that authority." The procla 
mation also is "an effort to strength- 
en the Labor Board," the New York 
EVENING WORLD says, and "until 
the -Labor Board has had a fair test 
and 
has failed the public is for 
it. 


and behind it. The public wants to 
see-the Labor Board strengthened by 
Executive support and by Congres- 
sional support." 


Characterizing the proclamation as 


"temperate ajid timely," the Newark 
NEWS calls atttention to the 
fact 


that "back of the President stands the 
whole force of the government, in- 
cluding the mobile armed service. 
Obstruction of government is serious 
business, and the Washington author- 
ities want that thoroughly understouu. 
The President's warning should have 
on immediate effect."

out Germany was echoed through the 
whote world. Once a^ain the murder- 
er's bullet had hit one who was de- 
voting his life to the re construction 
of a new Germany. This has been go 
ing on now for three'and a half years, 


e have passed through a revolution 


•which in reality was only the- outward 
form of an upheaval. The revolution 
has not touched a hair of any of those 
men who are guilty of the present 
misery of the Fathsrland. All those 
who have not fled into foreign coun- 
tries can live quite undisturbed in Ger- 
many. We have established a Repub- 
lic and a democracy. 
And everybody 


enjoys personal safety and freedom of 
speech, even those who only use this 
new right to undermine the govern- 
ment. 


"The Republic has 
been 
weak. 


Young Arco, Eisner's murderer, was 
pardoned, young Hirschfeld who was 
the first to shoot at Erzberger, had on- 
y a mild punishment. And that has 
mads the conspirators always more 
mpudent. Now one of our best men 
Walter Rathenau has fallen a victim 
:o them. 


"Germany possesses few men today 


by whom her best form of intelligence 
'or her own people and for the world 
was so obviously represented as by 
Xathenau, We can only repeat about 
him what we wrote at the end of May 
last year as he joined the Wirth cabin- 
t, as reconstruction's minister and 
Became the center of highly responsi- 
ble work: 'It matters little whether

forgave him this*—not even when he, 
out of passionate love for his country 
sometimes almost seemed to uphold 
their ideas. At tha beginning of the 
war he devoted himself with the great- 
est patriotism t^ the organization for 
he provision of raw materials, thus 
making it possible for his country to 
continue the war—and the hatred of 
thosa whose profiteering thus became 
Imited was tremendous. Ho confess- 
ed democracy loudly and thus infur- 
ated the privileged classes. He had 
tho courage to tell the people the truth

If 400 of these 
are freshmen the junior high school 
program will leave an enrollment of 
nearly 800 in the senior high school. 
This you will realize is 200 more than 
•were housed in the .building at the 
time the Post-Crescent 
rooms were 


used for high school purposes in 1919- 
20. Under such an arrangement cer- 
tain difficulties persist, viz., the inade- 
quate gymnasium, Inadequate study 
rooms, inadequate library, inadequate 
music and art rooms, etc. 


There is a method which has not 


been mentioned that could be used in 
case of necessity, that is, to use the 
Junior high school, which will not be 
used to capacity at first, for 7. 8, 9, 10 
grades, leaving only 11-13 grades in 
the senior high school. 


It Is evident that plan A is more sat- 


isfactory than Plan B. except in cost. 
Plan B will cost approximately $425,- 
000. 
If it appears that that amount 


is the the maximum that should be at- 
tempted In a. bond issue at this time, 
then Plan B should be adopted. 


Plan C.—Plan C is 
corollary 
to 


Plans A and B. and has application to 
the Fourth District schools. 
It rec- 


ommends a referendum of the voters 
of the district to determine whether 
their preference is for 
remodeling 


P 


'ieir building for departmentalization 
' the present eight grades with the 
Mltion of the ninth, or the transpor- 


tation of pupils from 7-8-9 grades to 
one of the other Junior high schools. 
The cost to the city would be approxi- 
mately the same in either case. 
Edu- 


cationally the advantage to the child- 
ren lies on the side of the transpor- 
tation plan. 
Again if it were possible to locate 


the east end building south of the 
Northwestern tracks and In the ap- 
proximate vicinity of the city park 
the walking distance would not be par 
ticularly great, especially if a bridge 
should be built at Lawe-st. 
I recog- 


nise that this last paragraph has a 
great number of contingencies and 
therefore Is of little value to the im- 
mediate problem. 


DIFFERENCE IN COST 


Before leaving this matter of build- 


ing plans it is well to realize one point 
further regarding costs.

ADMINISTRATION PLANS 


Plan A.—Adopt the unified city sys 


tern of conducting all schools.

That, territory and population 
would then constitute three independ- 
ent entities, viz., the city of Apple- 
on, the common school district, and 
he high school district. As now the 
)oard 
of education of the common

district would be elected at

There, would, 
howvere, be but one 


board, rather than four as there now 
are.. Again, as at present, the clerk 
and director of .this common school 
oard, 
together with the mayor of

(3) There would 
be a board of education of three mem- 
bers elected at an annual school elec- 
tion rather 
than a board of sex'en 


members elected at large at a regular 
ilection. 
Plan C.—Plan C would 
continue 


under 
the present form of control, 


that is the district system. In that 
case it is assumed from the reading 
of Section 40.45 (see Attorney Gen- 
eral's opinion) that the junior high 
schools will come under the 
same 


board of education which now con- 
trols the senior high school. So far 
as 
administration is concerned two 


more 
principals 
will be necessary, 


one for each junior high school. Un- 
der either Plan A or B. the following
